T he m oney plank, 
w hich lias caused so m uch discussion 
and over w hich there has been consid­ 
erable cofitention, is as follows: 
Tlie r(u» ublican party is unrcservoilly for 
.sound monoy . 
It caused the enactinent of the 
law prtividin^ for the resumption of specie 
pay ments in lS7d; since then everv dollar has 
been as gootl as y old. 
VVe are unalterably op­ 
posed to every measure calctihited to » lebase 
oui currency , or iinptur the credit of our coun­ 
try . We are, therefore, opposed to a fret' coin­ 
age of silver ex cept by international a::reement 
with the h'adiufjr comimn-ciai nations 
the 
Avorld, which we pled^m ourselves to promote, 
and until such an jmrc('mcnt can be obtained 
the ex isting liold standard must be preserved. 
All our silvor and paper currency now in cir­ 
culation must be maintained at a parity with 
gold, and wc favor all measures designed to 
nniiutairi iiiAiolahly the obligations of the 
L nited States, and all money , whether coin or 
paper, at the ])resent standard, the standard of 
the most enliy humetl nations of the earth. 
T his plank w as adopted 
a vote 
of six to one. Senator T eller, of Colo­ 
rado, alone v otin g in the neg ative. 
A U eg ianec to protection is declared: 
“ We are n ot pledg ed to any particular 
sch ed u le,” but the question of rate.s 
should be g overned by conditions. 
T he 
restoration of d iscrim in atin g 
d uties for the u p bu ild in g of th e m er­ 
ch an t m arine is favored. 
A plank favoring liberal reciprocity 
is incorporated, and tlie repeal of the 
reciprocity a g reem en ts is condeniue<l. 
T he p lank on foreig n aiTairs favor.s 
the independence of Cuba and control 
of H aw aii by the U nited S ta tes and 
indorses the iMonroe doctrine. 
There are planks favorin g the e x ­ 
ten sion of civil service reform; a d ecla ­ 
ration a g a in st the use of m oney for 
sectarian purposes; 
in favor of labor 
arbitration; for liberal p en sion s, and 
the build in g of tlie N ica ra g u a canal 
by the F n ite d S ta tes g overnm ent. 
H. T. Ox nard, president of the A m eri­ 
can B eet Sug ar association, w as g iven 
a liearing by tlie sub-com m ittee on 
resolu tions and 
after discussion the 
follow in g resolution w as accepted as a 
part of the platform to be reported to 
th e fu ll com m ittee: 
Wc condemn the present ndmlnistrution for 
not keeping; faith with the sugar producers of 
this country ; the republican party favors .such

nually .
